1! MORE FLAX GROWING. 


Owing to the existing high prices of flax 
fibre it is anticipated that in all flax growing 
countries;in Europe there will be a large. in- 
crease in the area under flax in 1928, with a 
corresponding increase in the demand for seed. 
It is not improbable that a considerable 
amount of seed of relatively poor quality that 
would normally be used for crushing will be 
drawn upon to meet the extra demand for 
seed. 

It may be pointed out that sowing flax seed 
as imported írom different sources 1s not 
shipped in bags containing a common standard 
as regards either weight or measure. The 
weights of bags-of Pernau and of Riga seed 
of this season’s shipments range from 174lb. 
to 1851b. net per hag according to brand, and 
iast season Dutch seed showed a range in 
weight of from 180Ib. to 190lb. net per 
bag. As flax seed of good quality 
should weigh at least 54lb. per. bushel the 
weight of bags which purport to contain 34 
bushels should not be less than 189lb. each 
net, 

In the case of the “ J.W.S.”’ seed produced 
in England, it has been the practice during 
the past two years to ship this seed in bags 
containing 112]b. net, which is the equivalent 
of 2 bushels of 56H»; each. It is. understood 
that that practice is to be continued not only 
with the English, but also with Canadian 
“« J.W.8. " seed. 
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Manuring. 


Before sowing fiax farmers are advised to 
apply the following dressing to the land :— 

1 to 14 cwt. muriate of potash per statute 
acre. 

4 ewt. of sulphate of ammonia per statute 
acre. 

If the land is in rich condition the sulphate 
of ammonia ‘could be excluded, especially 
where tall-efowing varieties of flax, such as 
“J.W.8.:” and Dutch “HH,” are grown. 
From 4 to 6 cwt, kainit could be used in place 
of 1 to 14 ewt. of muriate or potash.

HOW FARMERS CAN HELP 


'THE GAP BETWEEN FARMERS 


AND THE STATE. i 


- 


It is, we think, too readily. assumed: that 
the only way in which farmers can avail 
themselves of State aid is through a direct 
demand for this or that remedy for an exist- 
ing grievance. In cértain definite directions 
tne State can indeed render immediate valu- 
able aid to the country, and is in fact doing 
so. Regulations which standardise produce 
or stabilise—or still better improve— stock- 
breeding, which strengthen the co-operative 
creamery system, or aim at keying up winter 
egg production, or increasing the yield 
of milk or the butter fat content per cow, 
these are obvious -wealth-producing devices 
without which many farmers now near the 
border line would cross it and find their 
small profits perverted into losses. Tt is 
through the Department of Agriculture that 
much of this work-is being so' effectively 
done. But, the question recurs—why in face 
of ail this practical help, placed by the De- 
partment xt the disposal of farmers, is 1 still 
evident that much of the intelligent, 
laborious: industry of' small farmers Ss of 
doubtful advatitage, so that it will probably 
take another vear or two before they can 
determine whether or not numbers of them 
are really making ends meet or are stil: only 
living on capital? Although perhaps . pe 
single answer will-cover all the facts m this 
vital question we submit that one reason is, 
because through no definite fault on either 
side, the gap between the educationists (and 
primarily at the moment we are thinking of 
the Department. of. Agriculture) and the 
farmers is too wide, 


Filling the Gap. 


One method of filling this gap we need not 
again discuss beyond mentioning it: we mean 
the manning of all the effective and practical 
societies and associations of farmers, co- 
operative and other, in this country, with an 
increasing membership, so that where the 
isolated farmer cannot make effective con- 
tacts his society may do it for him. And 
there is, we think, another way. We wrote 
last week upon the potential value of sur- 
veys, approaching the matter mainly from 
the Chros aid ag of the authorities. But is it 
necessary for farmers always to await sur- 
veys before taking intelligent stock of their 
own position? We think not. Whilst only a 
regional survey carried out either on a grand 
Scale (or, if the area is small, on an intensive 
scale) is likely to prove of great. national 
value, we believe that the problem can be 
usefully approached from the other end. 
Farmers (preferably in groups, but even as 
individuals) can at least begin to find cut 
where they stand by a study of farming 
costs, and, as they do so, they will see 
whether they cannot give help to the State, 
as well as get help from it. This may need a 
little organising, and would certainly Te- 
quire some thinking out. It could only be 
undertaken by farmers. who had. had pre- 
liminary experience in account-keeping. But 
it need not necessarily be a very complicated 
process. At the beginning, at least, it could 
be undertaken in any district by one or a 
few men interested in their own welfare and 
that of their parish. 


An American Precedent. 


The kind of thing we have in view has 
been tried in many places, and the latest 
instance of it to come under our notice is 
published in the current issue of our own De- 
partment of Agriculture Journal, where the 
information is borrowed from the United States 
Department of Agriculture, Washington. The 
material referred to in the Journal's article 
was collected by the United States Depart- 
ment’s county agents, but for the inception 
of a similar scheme we do not think a State 
department is necessarily essential, although 
it would: be a wise move for the State to en- 
courage it, if not actually to inaugurate it. 
One of these reports comes from Harper, 
Kansas. There evidence has been collected 
from 41 farmers, who, having co-operated in 
the use of —_ farm accounts, are new in 
a position to show that a change in farming 
has been brought about because of the dis- 
covery that a more diversified form of agri- 
culture than had been previously in vogue 
was necessary. Nearly half of these farmers’ 
income is now derived from live-stock, in 
what had been almost exclusively a cash crop 
area. There must be many areas in this 
country where a change over from one type 
of ne to another is taking place, per- 
haps slowly and all but insensibly—a change 
which it might pay the farmer either to 
speed up or to slow down, if the data for 
such conclusions were available. Only. the 
individual farmers, however, know these 
data intimately. Even if they do not care 
to impart them fullv to each other or to dis- 
cuss them fully with departmental officials, 
we believe it would be greatly to the “wood 
if some beginning could be made to com- 
pare general results m general terms in a 
neighbourly way. It is often from such 
small beginnings that results of a far-reaching 
utility are obtained. We commend this 
idea, therefore, to leaders of local opinion. 


A National Service. 


It may be asked whether the individual 
farmer may hope to gain, to recompense him 
for time or thought spent on comparative 
farm costings. Can any benefit 
be predicted by him that will overcome 
his natural reluctance to impart information 
regarding his affairs to others—a reluctance 
which,we are well aware, it is not easy to over- 
come? We think it can. In milk recording 
the value of comparisons has been proved over 
and over again. But to make the gain from 
milk records finally convincing all the essen- 
tial facts regarding the costs of producing 
milk on those farms which keep the records

SOME HEAVY YIELDS. 
_Donohill, Co. Tipperary, Cow Testing Asso- 
ction at the, end of 1927 had 34 members 
with 549 cows. Of these 505 completed their 
lactation periods with an average milk yield 
of 581 galléns, testing 3.72 per cent. butter 
fat. This represents an.increase of 28 gallons 
of milk per cow over the previous year. The 
ten best cows gave an average milk yield 
of 878 gallons with a test of 4.12 per cent. 
buttér fat. The best cow in the Association 
gave’ a yield of 1,017 gallons, with an 
average test of 4.11 per cent. butter fat. 
'vom,329 cows with complete records in the 
Sarsfield, Co. Tipperary, Cow Testing Asso- 
ciation last year an average of 645 gallons 
of milk was obtained, the butter fat test 
being 3.67-per cent. .The ten best cows 
weraged 957 gallons with a butter fat test of 
2.9] per cent. The best cow in the Associa- 
tion gave, 1,011 . gallons, testing 4.21 per 

cent, 

In the Glanmire, Co. Cork, Cow Testing 
Association during the past three years the 
cows .on test have. been graded up by 45 
gallons per cow. Last year 199 cows 
pleted their milking period, and averaged 
108 gallons of milk with 2114lb. butter fat. 
The ‘heaviest ‘milker was a British Friesian, 
which gave 1,845) gallons in 42 weeks, with 
an average of 3 per butter fat. Her 
total milk yield weighed 64 tons 7Ih. 

Ballylough, North Cork, Cow Testing Asso- 
ciation had 23 mentbers: owning 522 cows last 
year. These cows gave an average milk-yielkd 
of 603 gallons and 277lb. butter fat. This 
shows án increase of 153 gallons of milk and 
541b. butter fat. There were 1645 cows whose 
yields exceeded 600 wall ns. The ten 
cows averaged 9335 gallons, with 35.9 per cent. 
butter fat. 

Nineteen members in 1925 had an average 
yield: of 544 gallons and 208ilb. butter fat 
with 249 cows. The same 19 members in 1927 
had an average yield of 600 gallons with 
2253lb. butter fat, with’ 289 cows. 

Sixty per cent. of the cows which com- 
pleted their milking period in the Newcastle 
West Cow Testing Association yielded over 
600 gallons of milk, compared with 53 and 32 
per cent. in 1926 and 1925 resnectively. This 
includes 14 cows yielding over 1,000 gallons, 
against six and three respectively in 1926 
and 1925. 

The average yield of. 95 completely recorded 
cows in the Castlerea Cow Testing Associa- 
tion was 662 gallons, with 3.82 per cent. but- 
ter fat. The ten best cows averaged 955 gal- 
lons, and the best cow 1,044 gallons, testing 
5.90 per cent. butter fat. 

Roscrea and Birr Cow Testing Association 
with 409 cows had 279 complete records last 
vear. These showed an average of 669 gal- 
lons, with a test of 3.96 per cent. butter fat. 
This shows an increase in the average yield 
since 1923 of 60 gallons. it was this -Associa- 
tion which contained tne-best three-year-old 
In. the Irish, Free State, a heifer belonging

Dealing with this question in the course 
of a paper read at the Malting Barley Con- 
ference at Rothamsted, Mr. R. V. Reid, Past 
President of the Institute of Brewing. sa‘ 1 
with regard to quality, that it would he 
futilé for the malster buyer to attempt to 
persuade -the brewer in some particu ar 
district radically to change his practice when 
he got satisfactory results from one sed 
Variety because in another district some other 
variety appeared to be superior. The grower 
must remember that while there was a class 
of buyer that required the finest malt as 
regards appearance, there was another class 
quite satisfied with a sound malt, from which 
the required results could be obtained, with- 
out that exceptional bright colour and ap- 
pearance. required by the former. Growers 
in districts where sound quality was the rule, 
without exceptional colour or brightness, 
could -carry on with confidence, for ‘their 
barleys would be required and would be 
selected .by many buyers. 

A Chevalier Barley. 

To dream of a standardised barley seed 
producing a’standardised quality was hope- 
less, but in its hopelessness was probably a 
fortunate’ limitation of what might not 
thinkingly be aimed at as perfection. 

What buyers wanted generally was barley 
of the Chevalier class, grown en barley land, 
well ripened, of good shape, uniform, care- 
fully threshed, thoroughly sound, with a 
nitrogen content not exceeding, say, 1.6, free 
from weed contamination, and capable of 
producing first-class malt. 

That was what buyers did want. While 
on t>* subject -he might as well tell them 
what buyers did not want. 

What did they not want: hard, steely, 
heated, badly threshed (skinned and broken 
corns), barley with high nitrogen content. 

As to deliveries, it was essent'al that these 
should be equal to purchase sample. Nothing 
would upset a buyer more than to have in- 
ferior and irregular deliveries. 


are necessary. - Even if the only result is 
to show that profits are not keeping pace with 
costs in spite of ‘‘ weeding out’’ wastrel 
cattle, that result would he worth 
while. Perhaps to induce farmers to 
do this national service, even with its 
obvious personal gain, the initiative of the 
State may ultimately prove necessary. But 


our point here is that, in the absence of any 
policy clearly attracting farmers to club their 
knowledge, they will be well advised to do 
so ““on their.own,” and to put it to the De- 
partment’s officers that they need help. Can- 
not local leadership suggest» methods to give 
this idea practical effect? Cannot co-operative 
creameries or farmers’ union branches help? 
If, in fact, any are doing so, should they not 
publish their results? 


| PRESERVING EGGS. 


PREVENTING A GLUT, 


Eggs are usually plentiful during spring, 
and prices are lower than at any cther time 
of the year. The farmer who has been 
supplying customers all the winter can still 
get a fair price, but where the winter egg 
supply has been small, he finds it hard to 
get a market now, «~d the price offered 
scarcely seems enough to pay for the feeding 
and rearing the fowl. What is he to do 
with the eggs? Why not preserve them! 
Each egg preserved now at tenpence per 
dozen and kept for home use next autumn 
and winter, will leave him free to sell a 
new laid one at, perhaps, 2s. 6d. per dozen. 
There are several ways of preserving eggs, 
but one of the simplest is by means of water- 
glass, which can be purchased at any general 
store. 

No expensive needed. 
earthenware « vessel to 
but a small wooden barrel, such as breadsoda 
is packed in, will do equally well, provided 
it is water-tight. An important point is 
to keep the vessel in as cold a place as pos- 
sible, a quiet spot on the dairy floor, where 
yeu won't need to move it, would be suitable.

of all those that show no signs of laying.

DANISH EGG TRADE. 


REGULATIONS TIGHTENED UP: 


of the efforts made by other 
countries with regard to the grading and 
packing of eggs, .the Danish Ministry of 
Agriculture has renewed the Act passed by the 
Landsting in 1925, with certain amendments 
sharpening the regulations and making the 
control more stringent. it 

Under the renewed Act, the Minister for 
Agriculture is authorised to order that all 
eggs exported or imported shall be marked 
in a way specified by him, both on the eggs 
themselves and on the packing. In the case 
of export, the marking on the packing shall, 
among other things, indicate the quality, and 
the sorting weight of the eges, and the pack- 
ing must conform to the Ministry’s require- 
ments. 

When intended for re-sale. 
must at the time of the 
fresh laid, unless sold or delivered under 
some other description. Dirty, or washed 
eggs, or eggs that have been damaged by 
hatching, or in any other way, shall be 
marked as “ Sekunda.”’ 

All egg exporters must be licensed and 
offences against the Act are punishable with 
fines of from 20 to 2,000 kroner. The name 
of the offender and the character of the 
offence may be published by the Minister, 
and repetition of the offence entails cancella- 
tion of the licence to export.

In reply to ‘‘ Young Farmer ” from North 
Wexford, it may be mentioned that beans 
are still grown on a large scale in the south 
of that county. 

Spade cultivation is not necessary nowa- 
days. Having prepared ground for the crop, 
the usual procedure is to plough a furrow four 
inches deep and ten or eleven inches wide, 
dropping the beans in every second furrow 
eight inches apart. This allows space 
between the rows for harrowing. Our corres- 
pondent should get into touch with the County 
Instructor in Agriculture who will be able 
to advise him fully and take him to farms 
where the crop is extensively grown. In 
this climate peas and beans are very trouble- 
some crops owing to the rainfall.. The stalks 
are undoubtedly of value as fodder, but very 
indigestible.

For some months past supplies of pollard 
and other wheat offals have been scarce and { 
comparatively high in price, not alone ín | 
Saorstat Eireann, but in Great Britain and 
on the Continent. Pollard is a material 
which readily lends itself to adulteration, and 
it has come to the knowledge of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture that certain substances, 
including tapioca meal, which may possibly 
be used for adulterating wheaten pollará and 
bran, are being offered to millers ang™ner- 
chants in Saorstat Eireann. Tapioca meal is 
lower in price than wheaten. offals, and its 
addition to the latter reduces their feeding 
value, Consumers are, therefore, advised 
when purchasing pollard or bran to insist 
on obtaining from the vendors an assurance 
that the pollard or bran offered contains no 
substance other than a product of wheat 
separated in the process of milling.  . 

A great many farmers are prejudiced . 
against the use of red bran or pollard. There 
is no difference in composition between red 
and white wheaten offals, as they come off 
the wheat; the former are obtained from red 
wheat and the latter from white wheat. The 
preference .shown for white bran or pollard 
offers an inducement to adulterate the offals 
from red wheat with whitening materials 
which are of inferior value. Farmers should 
not hesitate to buy red bran or pollard on 
account of its colour.

In a schedule of assets 
sworn to by the defendant in October, 1924, 
she declared that the licensed premises, the 
stock-in-trade and furniture formed part of 
the assets of Mary Anne McCabe, deceased. 
From the will of John McCabe, husband 
of the deceased Mary Anne McCabe, made in 
1903, it transpired that the property was 
merely entrusted to the wife to be distri- 
buted as she thought fit among the children, 
of whom the defendant was one. The sale 
of the property went through, and the 
advertisements appeared on the basis that the 
premises, stock-in-trade and furniture were 
all assets of the deceased Mary Anne 
McCabe. In an action brought by the 
present plaintiff against Mary Anne McCabe, 
Agnes McCabe and Angelina Davis in 1923, 
a certificate was made up assessing the 
amount due against the defendants at £3500, 
which, with total due for costs to date, came 
to £456 17s. 7d. 
Mr. Justice Meredith—Ihe only question 
is whether the deceased Mary Anne McCabe 
took any interest at all. 
Mr. Finlay (instructed by Mr. C. E. 
Murphy), who appeared for the defendant, 
said that he doubted if ever a life interest 
could be established. Mary Anne McCabe 
acted as a trustee. 
Mr. Justice Meredith said that he must 
refuse the application. Having regard to 
the fact that the property was advertised 
for sale as assets of Mary Anne McCabe, he 
could not allow the defendant costs in the 
matter. 
A further application was made ez parte 
on behalf of the same plaintiff against 
Angelina Davis and Agnes McCabe to have 
a receiver appointed by way of equitable 
execution over one-third of the rents accruing 
from the letting of premises to James Mullen.

FIREARMS ACT 
SENTENCES. 
APPLICATIONS TO COURT OF 


CRIMINAL APPEAL. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
SULLIVAN, AND MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 
In the case of the Attorney-General v. 
Michael McGeehan, 

Mr. MeGuckin (instructed by Messrs. 
Moody and Magee) applied on behalf of the 
accused man for a free transcript of the 
official stenographer’s notes of the evidence 
at the trial in the Central Criminal Court 
and of the judge’s charge to the jury, and 
for leave to be present at the proposed 
appeal from conviction and sentence. 

Michael McGeehan had been indicted, along 
with another man, John McElhinney, with 
manslaughter, and with the illegal possession 
of firearms and ammunition with intent to 
endanger life, in contravention of Section 15 
of the Firearms Act, at Raphoe, Co. Donegal, 
on the 15th of last September. The jury 
acquitted McElhinney of both charges, and 
Michael McGeehan was acquitted on the 
charge of manslaughter, but convicted on the 
charge of having firearms in his possession 
with intent to endanger life, and sentenced 
to three years’ penal servitude. Owing to 
the late hour at which the trial concluded— 
11 o'clock p.m.—neither counsel nor his 
solicitor was present in court, and no appli- 
cation for a certificate for leave to appeal 
was made to the judge. In addition, he now 
asked for the certificate. The application for 
a free copy was made on the ground of want 
of means to pay for it; and the grounds of 
the proposed appeal were that the learned 
trial judge misdirected the jury, and that the 
trial was unsatisfactory.

A SECOND CASE. 

In the case of the Attorney-General Vv. 
Patrick Clerkin, who was convicted in the 
Central Criminal Court of conspiracy to 
commit an offence under the Firearms Act, 
1925, at Galbolie, Bailieborough, County 
Cavan, and sentenced to three years’ penal 
servitude, 

Mr. McGuckin (instructed by Mr. A, E. R. 
McCabe) applied on behalf of the accused 
man for an order extending time to 
enable him to apply for leave to appeal from 
his conviction and sentence. 

The grounds of the intended appeal were 
that the trial judge did not direct the jury 
as to the admissibility or inadmissibility of 
statements taken from other persons who 
were tried along with the acensed man in 
respect of the charges against him, and that 
the sentence imposed on him was out of 
proportion to the offence charged and was 
too severe under the circumstances. 

Mr. Healy (instructed by the Chief Crown 
for the Attorney-General, sub- 
mitted there was no ground disclosed 
in this case which would induce the Court 
to extend the time for appealing. 

Ihe Court granted the application, the 
Chief Justice saying that there were at least 
prima facie stated which were 
capable of being discussed and argued on an 
application for leave to appeal, and the Court 
were of opmion that the extension of time 
asked for should be vranted.

The annual Congress of the Irish: 
Farmers’ Union in Dublin yesterda de-

PRESIDENT’S STATEMENT. 


Mr. R. A. Butler, President, opening the 
Congress, said that during the last few years 
the position of agriculture had been such 
that it had had to éngage the attention of 
he Government, not alone in this country, 
hut also in other countries. Amongst other 
hings, the burden of heavy taxation pressed 

agriculture with ‘special severity. It 
should not be forgotten that the farmer was 
the merey of the uncertainties of climate, 
and, moreover, deflation affected him more 
heavily than any other members of the com- 
unity. Fe must support himself and his 
family while his crops are growing and his 
i are maturing, and it might be from six 

to twelve months, or perhaps longer,. before 

e received any return on his expenditure, 
which often he had had to borrow from one 

» or another. In the meantime, as has 
happened in recent years, he had to pay back 
real value more than he had received. 

The percentage incfease in price over pre- 

ir of farm produce was 31.9, whereas, on 

e expenditure side, local rates were up 
about 100 per cent. and transit rates-100 per 

ut: also. At the momeni, the farmers 

nerally owed money to the banks, to local 
thorities, to traders; and as farmers form 

h a large percentage of the population in 
this country and their purchasing power had 

minished, it could easily be understood why 
he towns and villages were not in a more 
ourishing ‘condition. It was difficult to say 
what are the future prospects of farming. 

‘rices obtained in the latter half of 1927 fur 
live stock were very little over pre-war 

ices, and it was not easy to say (even 

ugh at the moment prices were higher) 
vhether or not there will be further deflation 
the current year. 
SIGNS OF ENCOURAGEMENT. 

Some encouraging signs are the larger pro- 
duction of such farm products as pork, 
butter, eggs and, thanks to the Eggs and 
Butter Bills, the better conditions in which 
utter and eggs are marketed, and the im- 
provement was still continuing. The sugar 
beet industry had also been of benefit to a 
number of farmers, and would appear to be 
capable of further expansion. 

The burdens chiefly affecting agriculture 
were:—(1) Want of credit, (2) high transit 
rates, (3) heavy national and local taxation. 
As regards credit, the Agricultural Credit 
Corporation ought, to some extent at least, 
be able to supply the remedy, but there are 
farmers who purchased land on borrowed 
money at high prices whose position was 
hopeless. It would be well if the banks who 
had a charge on such lands, often far in 
excess of their present-day values, could come 
to some arrangement with these farmers, as 
they had ample reserves to meet such 
eventualities. Not alone would such action 
benefit themselves and the general com- 
munity, but it would give these farmers a 
chance. of recovering. 


HEAVY TRANSIT CHARGES. 

As regards transist rates, these are about 
100 per cent. over pre-war, and press heavily 
on egriculiure. ‘lhe railways had recently 
given a reduction in the freight for pork, 
which has been of advantage to the industry, 
but they had not been able to see their way 
to reduce the rates on live stock. In doing 
so they were merely following: the same line 
as they adopted in the case of passenger traflic. 
When they lost a large proportion of their 
passenger traffic to the ‘buses they reduced 
their fares. The same thing was likely to 
happen in the case of goods and live stock 
traffic: when the lorry traffic was further de- 
veloped. It would be a wiser policy for the 
jailway companies to reduce their rates in 
good time, and by that means endeayour to 
hold, and possibly inerease, the traffic that 
they had at the present time. 

As regards taxation, the Irish Farmers’ 
Union had always urged the need of economy, 
and although national expenditure had been 
lowered, further reduction was necessary. He 
hoped that when the report of the Committee, 


of which Deputy Heffernan was Chairman, 
was published further reductions in expendi- 


ture will be made. 
THE LOCAL RATES. 

As regards local rates, although national 
taxation had been reduced, little or no reduc- 
tion in recent years appeared to have been 
made in local rates. The amount collected 

as in the neighbourhood of £5,000,000, 
vearly, and there would appear to be a 
tendenew to place on local rates services that 
should be met by national taxation. There 


was little encouragement for the farmer to 


produce more unless he was to derive some 


benefit from doing so. Nothing destroyed a 
man’s incentive to work so much as to find 


that teo large a proportion of his earnings 
was swallowed up by Ses taxation. 

On the whole, it might be said that there 
were signs of an improvement in farming con- 
ditions. If the question of the two items 
that weimh specially heavy on agriculture— 
namely, transit charges and local rates—were 
remedied, the prospects for the future would 
to be better; but until this took place 

| and lasting improvement was likely.

PROMISING OUTLOOK IN 
UNITED STATES. 
Faeirhe “omhan 


Remarkable progress in matters affecting 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the United States 
is shown in a report just issued. During 
1927 903 breeders, who had never owned 
pure-bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle before, pur- 
chased cattle of this breed. There has been 
& marked increase in the demand for Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding cattle from nearly all 

rts of the United States. and more cattle 
ave been sold to breeders in the South- 
Eastern States than at any time since 1922. 

The demand for bulls has been excellent 
during the fall and winter, and many breeders 
report that they are completely sold out of 
bulls of serviceable age. Breeders also report 
i better demand for females at prices that 
range from 20 to 25 per cent. higher than a 
year ago, 

The demand for cattle for the feed lot has 
been much greater than the supply. Public 
sales during 1927 showed an improvement 
over 1926. Sixteen public sales were held, 
in which 650 cattle were sold ab an average 
of £6 per head more than was received in 
1926 and the highest average since 1922. 

REMARKABLE RECORD. 

The outlook for the breed, it is stated, has 
never been more promising than at the pre- 
sent time. Much of this progress and the 
present outlook is due to the remarkable 
series of successes which has attended the 
breed at the fat stock shows throughout 
America. At the shows of the past year the 
record was again quite unique, 

Beginning at the National Western show 
at Denver, the breed had the reserve grand 
champion single steer and the grand cham- 
pion carease. At the Pacific International 
the grand champion single steer was an 
Aberdeen-Angus, At the American Royal 
live stock show at Kansas City the grand 
champion carload of feeders was Aberdeen- 
Angus and sold at the world’s ‘“‘record”’ 
price of $26 per cwt. 

At the International, Aberdeen-Angus won 
more than 80 per cent. of all the inter-breed 
championships. The grand champion and 
reserve grand champion carload of fat cattle, 
the grand champion carload of feeders, the 
grand champion and reserve grand champion 
carcase, the grand champion and reserve 
grand champion steer herds, the champion 
get-of-sire, the reserve grand champion single 
steer and the reserve grand champion baby 
beef were Aberdeen-Angus. The grand cham- 
pion single steer was a cross-bred out of an 
Aberdeen-Angus dam, making the fourth 
championship that cross-breds have won at 
this show, where the leading awards now 
stand as follows :—

CORK BURNING. 


ALLEGED CONSPIRACY 
rn Lon , 
TO DEFRAUD. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 
.The hearing was resumed and adjourned 
until this morning of the case in which Wolfe 
Jackson and his son, Joseph, marine store 
dealers, Cork, were indicted with having, 
in December, 1922, conspired gy from 
the Department of Finance £5,440, by falsely 
pretending that certain premises in Copeley 
street, Cork, had been maliciously destroyed 
by fire, to the amount stated in excess of 


counts covering the allegations in the indict- 
ment. The case had been tried before, when 
the jury were unable to agree to a verdict. 

Called to give evidence yesterday, Mr. 
James Halligan, Investigation Officer of the 
Ministry for Finance, who was*sent by the 
Department to Cork to examine the books 
kept by Jackson and his son, expressed the 
opinion that they were kept in a “ higgledy- 
piggledy ’’ fashion. In that condition, he said, 
they would baffle investigation, 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, R.C  (cross- 
examining)—From your evidence we must 
conclude that the Jacksons must have antici- 

ated this: fire of 1922 in 1916’—They may 
vave been very far seeing. (Laughter,) 

You think they were covering up the trails 
of their rascality by this '' higgledy-piggledy” 
fashion of keeping their books?—I would not 
go that far. Possibly they were kept that 
way for a long time, but I was not concerned 
with them before the fire 

ACCOUNTANT SATISFIED. 

Mr. O'Conifr asked whether Mr. Tracy, 
an accouritant in Cork, was satisfied with the 
accounts, and the witness replied that he 
was very well satisfied. Mr. William Dergan, 
solicitor, the witness said, in further reply, 
was delighted with the return made out 
(Laughter.) 

The witness said that he did not reject all 
the claims of the prisoners. 

Mr. O’Connor drew attention to the fact 
that Mr. Halligan’s estimate had not been 
approved by the Circuit we. 

he witness, re-examined by Mr. Bewley, 
K.C., said that hé had never come across 
such a claim as that of the Jacksons. Every 
one with whom he had to deal was glad to 
ut his cards on the table, and make a clean 
reast of it. 

Mr, Cogan, of the National Land Bank. 
was called to prove the fluctuations of the 
German mark and its relation to the value 
of the pound sterling at the same time. 

Solomon Sherling gave evidence of purchases 
made by him and by the Jacksons at 
auctions which took place at Haulbowline on 
different dates. i 

This closed the case for the prosecution. 

“SMOKE-CLOUD OF SUSPICION.” 

‘Addressing the jury, Mr. O’Connor, for the 
accused, said that it was the only case in 
which a prosecution had arisen out of claims 
following the malicious destruction of pro 
perty in Cork, The business of a marine 
store keeper was necessarily conducted in a 
more. or less slip-shod fashion, and not on 
the strict lines applicable to other and better 
regulated branches of commerce. Mr 
Jackson’s, premises happened, unfortunately. 
to be situated just beside the police barrack. 
and when the irregulars were leaving Cork 
they set fire to the barrack, with the result 
that the Jacksons’ premises were burned out, 
“ lock. stock and barrel,” The claim put in 
was, like all other claims, larger, no doubt, 
than it was expected to be granted. Never- 
theless, the Recorder of Cork granted £4,150. 
and the items had been carefully gone into 
by Mr. Tracy, the accountant, and Mr. 
Dorgan, the solicitor. 

In compliance with the new regulations 
and a resolution of the Dail, Mr. Jacksén 
made a statutory declaration. It was agreed 
that a sum of £200 was to be allowed for 
salvage. Mr. Halligan, from the high atmos- 
here of the Board of Works and the War 
fice. went down to examine the claim. and 
was shocked to find the Jacksons’ accounts 
not up to the high standard of perfection 
which they had in their Board of Works 
leisure to acquire.

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GOOD HALF - BRED 
DAIRY BULLS, 
PURCHASES BY THE 
DEPARTMENT. 


From Ovr AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT, 
KILKENNY, Wednesday. 

There was a largely incveased entry for the 
twelfth annual sale of bulls and heifers held 
under the auspices of the Kiixenny Agricul- 
tural Society, Lid., at St. James's Park, 
Kilkenny, to-day, and a feature of the display 
was the extraordinarily good quality of the 
non-pedigree dairy bulls and the disappo.nting 
standard of tho pedigree shorthorns, Pure- 
bred shorthorns were regarded as so lacking 
in merit that Messrs. D. Twomey and RB. 
Lynch, of the Department of Agriculture, who 
acted as judges for prizes and premiums, did 
not award a single prize to them. They were 
far below the standard of what pedigree 
animals should be. Non-pedigree dairy bulls, 
on the contrary, were an excellent lot. The 
fine bulls that stood first in the class were 
decp, nice-coloured, short-legged sires, with 
good quarters, nice heads and plenty of 
quality all over. Twelve of these and one 
pure-bred shorthorn were selected for 
premiums, the entire class reaching a high 
standard of merit. There has been a very 
marked advance in the quality of the non- 
pedigree daivy bulls here, and, if the process 
of grading up continues, they will easily 
attain the level of pedigree premium bulls. 
H speaks well for un that, aíter a strict 
examination, só many should be awarded 
beim At the sale which followed the 

epartment of Agriculture paid 62 guincas, 
the top price of the day, for Mr. John 
Gahan’s third prize dairy bull Gallant Prince, 
the roan son of a 1,198-gallon cow, while at 
a guinea less they secured Mr. Thomas 
Brennan’s Balleen Hero, a deep red of fine 
type and character. 

Aberdeeh-Angus bulls made a very fair 
display, with three outstanding animals from 
New Ross at the top. The first prize bull was 
an especially typical beast, but only brought 
43 guineas, as compared with 57 guineas for 
the third prize winner and 46 guineas for the 
second. Six premiums were awarded the 
‘“blacks,”’ the standard of which was fully 
as high as that at Ballsbridge. Here, as in 
the dairy section, a number of purchases were 
made by the Department of Agriculture at 
prices that helped vendors. 

Dairy heifers were a poor lot, and the 
opinion was expressed that females should 
not be entered for a bull sale. As a rule, 
they seldom realise zood prices and bring 
down the average. 

In addition to the bulls entered for com- 

etition, a large number were entered for 
icences, and amongst these were some useful 
sires of shorthorn type. Most of them had 
been passed for licences at local centres, and 
were well up to the standard. Four were 
rejected for licences. 


THE AWARDS. 


Thoughsone premium was awarded for pure- 
bred shorthorns, none was regarded by the 
judges as worthy of prizes. 

n a strong class for non-pedigree dairy 
bulls, Mr. T. Brennan, Balleen, Freshford, 
was first with the red Balleen Hero, a March 
calf that was first in his class at Kilkenny 
Autumn Show last year. He was later sold 
for 61 guineas. Second prize went to Mr. 
Thomas Cole, Stradbally, Leix, for his roan 
Gash Rover, while Mr. J. Gahan, Old Grange, 
Graiguenamanagh, was third with the grand 
roan Gallant Prince, a red roan whose dam 
was a 1,198-gallon cow. He was subsequently 
sold at 62 guineas. i

THE DUBLIN MERCANTILE 


ASSOCTATION'S WORK,

‘ HIGH COURTS COSTS. 


— 


Mr. Frank A. Lowe presided at the forty- 
sixth annual meeting of the Dublin Mercantile 
Association, which was held in Jury’s Hotel 
yesterday afternoon. 

The report of the Committee for the year 
1927 set forth that the membership of 1,526 
was a decrease of 47 on the preceding year. 
During the year the sum of £44,764 &s. 6d., 
debts due to members, was collected by the 
Association. In its forty-six years of existence 
the sum so collected was over one million 
pounds, of which quite two-thirds had been 
obtained without resort to the processes of 
law. The special inquiries on' behalf of 
mern bers th goin 18,082, an increase of 20 
per cent. The Committee viewed with alarm 
the attempt to drive litigants out of the High 
Court by refusing them costs where the 
amount sued for was within the jurisdiction 
of the District or Circuit Court, 

“They think it is almost universally agreed 
that writs for small amounts should not be 
brought in the High Court, as the District 
Court sits every week in Dublin and every 
fortnight in most large towns in the country. 
The Circuit Court, however, only sits four 
times a year, and in some counties (¢.7., 
Kildare) only three times a year, for civil 
business, and intolerable delay would be 
caused if litigants were compelled to bring 
proceedings in the Circuit Court of the area 
where the defendant resides. Pleintiffs could, 
of course, under Section 52 (5) of the Courts 
of Justice Act, 1924, bring their proceedings 
where the contract was made, which in most 
cases is Dublin, but the Dublin Circuit Court 
is in such a congested condition that months 
must elapse before the case can be heard.” 

CIRCUIT AND DISTRICT COURTS. 

Great delay in the signing of decrees by the 
Circuit Court Judges still continued. A lapse 
of some four or five weeks occurs between the 
hearing of cases and the dates of getting up 
the decrees. That mav be accounted for by 
three causes—the length of the Circuit Court 
Sessions, the large number of cases pending 
hearing, and the fact of there being only two 
(Circuit Judges in the Dublin area, whose time 
‘is divided between Criminal Court work and 
the Circuit Court. A means to remedy that 
would be to increase the number of Circuit 
Judges, as it was quite apparent that the 
amount of work now coming under the juris- 
diction of the Circuit Court in Dublin was far 
too heavy to permit of expeditious handling 
by two Judges alone, In fact, the position in 
the Dublin Circuit Court had become serious 
owing to the great congestion. The issue of 
the Rules, which would facilitate the recovery 
of debts by allowing judgment to be marked 
in default of appearance in the Circuit Court 
Office, was still awaited, 

Since the District Court Rules came into 
operation the experience was that those Courts 
were working admirably, and cases were being 
dealt with expeditiously. 

The report dealt with the Association's 
activities in connection with the Bankruptcy 
Commission, and also with the steps taken 
to deal with complaints about the clearance 
of goods through the Customs. They had 
joined with the Dublin Chamber of Commerce 
and the Irish Banks’ Standing Committee in 
waiting on the Minister for Justice to point 
out the need for revision of the order increas- 
ing the poundage fees of Under Sheriffs. 
The suggestion put forward was to revert to 
the old method of poundage. The Minister 
agreed that the revision was necessary, and 
promised to have new sections drafted at an 
early date. 

HALF A CENTURY’'S WORK. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 
the report of the committee, dwelt briefly on 
the work of the Association since its estab- 
lishment in 1882. For nearly half a century 
it had been engaged and had interested itself 
in every movement calculated to advance the 
welfare of the merchants and traders of 
Dublin. So far back as 1903, and constantly 
since, it had urged for amendments of the 
law relating to bankruptcies and arrange- 
ments. A Bankruptcy Committee was set up 
by the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
twelve months ago, and the report of that 
committee, so far as it relates to the bank- 
ruptcy and arrangement matters, was now on 
its way to the Minister. It was this Assgocia- 
tion which, in 1911, first publicly advocated 
the adoption of Greenwich time in Ireland— 
a reform which was successfully pressed in 
1916. In the revaluation of Dublin in 1913 
the Association took a very active part on 
behalf of its members and engaged profes- 
sional assistance, As a result, many valuable 
cencessions were obtained for @ur members. 


The Dublin Mercantile Association was not, | 


as was sometimes thought, an organisation 
dealing with matters of credit only, though 


credit was. and must be. the first of its | 


interests. It was rather a community of 
merchants and traders working together on 
a basis of mutual co-operation in everything 
pertaining to the business welfare of the 
country, 

SUCCESSFUL YEAR’S BUSINESS. 

A considerable improvement was noticeable 
in the collection of debts through the District 
Courts, not only in Dublin, but throughout 
the country. It was, however, impossible to 
say the same with regard to the Ciremt 
Courts, where the lists were still choked with 
cases pending hearing. In the Dublin 
Cireuit Court it seemed vertain that one 
judge alone was insufficient to deal with the 
eases, particularly when his time had to be 
divided between Criminal and Civil Courts. 
He suggested that, in order to allow the 
Circuit Court Judge for Dublin to devote 
himself entirely to civil business, he should 
be relieved of his criminal jursdietion alto- 
gether, and that prisoners trom Dublin re- 
turned for trial should be sent forward to 
the Central Criminal Court. 

He was glad to be able to congratulate the 
members on the conclusion of a successful 
vear’s business. True, their numbers had 
decreased slightly from the high-water mark 
of the past few years, but this was more than 
counterbalanced by the additional business 
which the smaller number of members had 
placed with them. 

SPECIAL INQUIRIES. 

Over one million pounds had been collected 
by this Association for its members in the 
past forty-six years, and the valuable fact 
with regard to that figure was that its collec- 
tion was registered in the books of the Asso- 
ciation, and the information available to 
a member at a mere nominal charge for an 
office search. Debts collected directly by 
other means are necessarily matters which 
are not available for others than the parties 
immediately concerned. Last year the 
Association sent out 18,082 special inquiries, 
an increase of over 20 per cent. cn the figures 
for the preceding year, and representing an 
average of 60 special inquiries per day. These 
inquiries covered the whole of Ireland, Great 
Britain and in some cases reached the Con- 
tinent, the Dominions and the United States 
of America.

Canada’s refusal to 
approve of the Anglo-Egyptian treaty— 
which, by the way, seems to have been 
still-born, as Egypt has rejected it— 
illustrates the new relations that exist 
within the Empire. The apparent 
anomaly of the British system is more 
clearly marked than ever it was; for, 
in theory, at any rate, it is quite possible 
now that Great Britain and the Domi- 
nions may negotiate mutually destructive 
treaties with the same foreign Power. It 
is this condition of affairs that baffles 
foreign observers who fail to realise the 
most important fact of the whole imperial 
system. The British Commonwealth is 


an important part in its solidarity ; but 
its members remain within its orbit 
for the good and sufficient reason that 
their own interests demand co-operation 
with their fellows. 

Every Dominion realises the advan- 
tages which it enjoys by virtue of its 
imperial status, and Great Britain like- 
wise realises her ultimate dependence on 
the Dominions. In spite of apparent 
incongruities, the Empire never was more 
solid than it is to-day. Even in South 
Africa, where two years ago there was a 
formidable movement in favour of seces- 
sion, republicanism, on the authority of 
General Hertzog himself, is “dead ”; and 
the most extreme members of the 
Nationalist Party are beginning to appre- 
ciate the benefits which their country 
derives from its association with the 
greatest sea Power in the world. A week

Sussex and Newry. 


A young Asiatic bear is at large among 
‘the pleasant fields of Sussex. It escaped 
last. Saturday from a privately owned 
“Zoo’” near Brighton, and hitherto has 
evaded capture, although the pursuit has 
been fortified by the resources of modern 
science, including a questing aeroplane. 
On ‘at least six occasions the bear has been 
seen “ambling aimlessly about,” but 
always, when the hunt has become hot, 
it has contrived to escape into convenient 
undergrowth. Sussex, we gather, is not 
panic-stricken. In the first place, it has 
been familiar with foreign visitors since 
Roman times, and, in the next place, this 
is not. a very formidable bear, being 
young, of the gentler sex, not un- 
acquainted with human society and not 
much larger than an Alsatian dog. We 
suspect, indeed, that many Sussex people 
will be sorry when it is captured, and 
even may connive at its freedom so long 
as it remains on its good behaviour. The 
sudden appearance of atechnically “ wild” 
(though well-mannered) bear at a picnic 
party would furnish sophisticated holiday- 
makers with a new thrill. With what 
more effective (though harmless) menace 
could mothers of young children check 
their tendency to stray? Of course, there 
are bears and bears: in Ireland, some 
thirty-five years ago, the Newry bear 
aroused sterner emotions. The reported 
escape of this fierce grizzly from a 
menagerie at Newry was followed swiftly 
by startling stories of his mobility and 
depredations. On one day he had dis- 
posed of two bullocks, on the next of six 
sheep at the other end of the county. The 
whole region was terror-stricken. People 
kept indoors after dark and barred their 
windows. A cavalry regiment, stationed 
at the Curragh, offered to organise a 
hunting expedition. Then the bear, having 
devastated County Down, enlarged his 
orbit. His presence was reported in half- 
a-dozen counties; as a provincial news- 
paper said at the time, “his ramifications 
were widespread.’’ The tale ends unsatis- 
factorily for persons who like cut-and-dry 
solutions. As soon as the newspapers 
grew weary of his wanderings and refused 
to accept horrific, but vague, reports from 
local journalists, the bear disappeared. 
Some people—there are cynics everywhere 
—said that the local journalists had in- 
vented him.
